Alexander Michailovitch, broth -in- 
law of the last Czar of Russia, died 
here today at the age of 66. 

The grand duke, who was grand 
admiral of the Russian navy at the 
time of the revolution, had suffered 
from a spinal affliction, which his 
secretary, Arkady Roumanoff, said 
resulted from an accident of his last 
visit to New York three years ago. 
At that time the grand duke, M. 
Roumanoff said. mounting the steps 
of a platform in a hotel ballroom 
where he was to lecture, stumbled, and 
sprained his spine. He has been con- 
fined to his bed, unable to walk. 

Widely known as a writer and lec- 
turer, he had lived here most of the 
time since the Russian revolution.

More Speculation Ended 


BUSY WEEK AHEAD 


Special Committee to Tell. 
Result of Conferences; 
Rules Committee Will 
Take Charge Today. 


By L. A. FARRELL. 

A report from the conference com- 
mittee on the $3 auto tag bill will 
hold the spotlight in the lower house 
of the general assembly today as the 
rules committee in both the house and 
senate take charge of the calendar 
for the rest of the session. 

Only three more weeks of the reg- 
ular biennial session remain and lead- 
ers plan to work unceasingly to get 
through the appropriations measure, 
due up Tuesday, in an effort to avoid 
an extra session later in the year. 

Representative Roy V. Harris, vice 
chairman of the rules committee, has 
announced that the pension bill will 
be advanced on the calendar for early 
consideration and said Sunday that 
the committee would not map a new 
calendar until the appropriations 
measure has been reported from its 
committee and decision made on 
whether or not it will be given the 
right of way over all other matters. 

The report today from conferees 
on the much-discussed automobile li- 
cense tag measure which has been 
before three committees of the house 
and senate and on which no definite 
agreement has been reached is due 
after the conferees meet at 9 o’clock 
this morning at the Henry Grady ho- 
tel in a last effort to reach an agree- 
ment, 

The committee has before it the 
house bill fixing the tag price range 
at from $3 to $15 and the senate bill 
fixing a schedule of tag prices be- 
tween $5.63 and $15. 

Veterinary Bill Near Top. 

The rules committee is expected 
to give right of way to the bill spon- 
sored by Governor Eugene Talmadge, 
which would abolish the present veteri- 
nary department and set up a new 
veterinary division in and under con- 
trol of the department of agricul- 
ture. 

Other important measures expected 
to be given preference by the rules 
committee are bills calling for re- 
organization of the highway commis- 
sion’ and measures shear | diver-/ 
sion of highway department funds to 
meet past due and contracted for ob- 
ligations of the state departments and 
agencies. 

The appropriations bill to be re- 
ported Tuesday by Chairman W. W. 
Mundy, of the house committee on 
appropriations, calls for an annual 
outlay of $10,121,250 for the years 
1934 and 1935, which is $1,531,250 | 
per year more than was recommended 
by the budget commission, which is 
composed of Governor Talmadge and 
State Auditor Tom Wisdom.

NEWNAN, Ga., Feb. 26.—Ellis G. 
Arnall, speaker pro tem, of the Geor- 
via house of representatives, home for 
the week-end, announced today that 
he has concluded that any additional 
tax of any kind, no matter how scien- 
tifically perfect, is objectional at this 
time. 

“There is absolutely no necessity 
for a general sales tax in Georgia,” 
Arnall said. “In times like this a 
program of drastic tax reduction and 
thrift in our state government must 
be followed and any increase in tax- 
ation or additional tax levies of any 
nature should be vigorously resisted. 

“While it is true that our eleemosy- 
nary institutions, schools and pension- 
ers are suffering. it is also true that 
certain other adjuncts of the state are 
enjoying a period of golden age ex- 
travagance and prosperity. With our 
schools on the verge of closing, our 
old soldiers in want, our charitable in- 
stitutions overcrowded and daily turn- 
ing away worthy cases, the mighty 
state highway machine rolls on, ab- 
sorbing 53 cents of every tax dollar 
paid in Georgia.” 


Arnall suggested that “the advo- 


'eates of the general sales tax should 


also be reminded that no substantial 
reduction has yet been effected in 
state governmental costs.” The speak- 
er pro tem. pointed out the fact that 
“there has been too much superficial 
talk about economy in government and 
too little remedial action. The 
ple must insist that governmental 
economy should be practiced as well 
as talked.” 

“I strongly believe that our state 
budget should be balanced by retrench- 
ment and economy measures and by 
temporarily diverting highway funds 
rather than by subjecting the already 
fagged and jaded taxpayers to the 
aten tax, which after all merely seeks 
to get the most feathers from the 
goose with the least squawking,” Ar- 
nall concluded.

Fire Leader Gets Proba- 
ble Fracture of Skull in 
AutoCrash; Driver Held. 


Chief John Terrell, of the Atlanta 
fire department, was In a serious con- 
dition at Grady hospital Sunday 
night as a result of injuries received 
in a collision between his car and a 
large sedan driven by a negro at the 
corner of Central avenue and Mitchell 
street.

Taken to Grady after the crash, in 
which both the chief’s car and that 
driven by the negro were practically 
demolished. Chief Terrell was hurried 
to a ward after a preliminary exami- 
nation which indicated a probable frac- 
ture of the skull. ‘The extent of his 
injuries had not been definitely de- 
termined late Sunday night. 

According to police reports, Chief 
Terrell was in his official car. with 
H. A. Ewing driving, proceeding east 
on Mitchell street. The sedan, loaded 
with negroes and driven by Garfield 
Towers, of 304 Sciple terrace, was 
going south on Central avenue. 
The negro’s car struck the chief's 
ear broadside and although the sedan 
overturned none of the occupants was 
injured. Chief Terrell’s driver was 
only slightly injured in the crash. 

Towers was arrested on a charge 
of reckless driving and locked «up 
without bond. He told police he was 
“trying” the car out with a view to 
purchasing it. 

At the time of the accident the 
chief was answering an alarm which 
turned out to be false. It came in 
from Capitol avenue and Fair street.

NATION SCOLLEGES 
MUST RETRENCH, 


Carnegie Foundation 
Holds Public Schools 
Can Not Escape Revi- 
sions Made in Business. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—(4)—Eco- 
nomic retrenchment by the nation's 
schools of higher education was urged 
in the twenty-seventh annual report 
of the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching today. 

Stressing a need for what it termed 
a “deflation” in the financial policies 
of colleges and universities, the re- 
port said a “day of reckoning has 
come” for education “as well as in- 
dustry.” 

Charges of “waste, inefficiency and 
lack of unified control” were made 
in the case of the state of California 
in a section of the report devoted 
to the findings of a commission which 
investigated the “state of higher edu- 


cation” there. 

Among the measures suggested by 
the foundation for economic readjust- 
ments which would cause the least 
“human hardships” among personnel 
of institutions involved were: 

Economy in expenditures of all 
kinds, : 

- WReduction” of the types of tourses 
offered by colleges when similar 
courses are offered by “more com- 
petent” neighbor institutions. 

doption of a “share-the-work” 
plan among faculty members to pro- 
vide maximum employment compati- 
ble with curtailment of classes. 

The commission studying conditions 
in the colleges and universities of 
California found, it reported, that 
“there is a lack of unity in the ad- 
ministration of education in the state 
and that plurality of control has re- 
sulted in overlapping of functions, 
waste, inefficiency, lack of unified 
policy and an absence of the proper 
use of the results of experimentation.” 

The main report on economic con- 
ditions to be met by institutions said 
that “while an institution may re- 
frain from filling vacancies, it should 
also refrain from forcing academic 
men and women into unemployment.” 

That there will be some marked 
and permanent effects on “educa- 
tional thought and practice” as a re- 
sult of the economic situation, Dr. 
Suzallo concluded in his report, is 
“already apparent.” 

Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, president 
emeritus of the foundation, in his 
sectiou of the report said that if “any 
man imagines that public education 
can escape the demand for retrench- 
ment that confronts every other pub- 
lie activity, he is deceiving himself.” 

“In a word.” wrote Dr. Pritchett, 
“in our school system there has gone 
on the same extraordinary overpro- 
duction and costly expansion that 
has characterized our industrial ex- 
pansion of the last two decades. . .. 

“For industry, and no less for edu- 
cation, a day of reckoning has come. 

“The courses of study should be 
fewer and simpler, and should look to 
the training of the habits of the mind 
rather than the furnishing of infor- 
mation.”

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THE GARNISHMENT BILLS. 

The bill passed by the house, 
providing that garnishments cannot 
be made against salaries until judg- 
ment has been secured, Is one of 
several measures seeking to elimi- 
nate abuses which have arisen over 
the use of garnishments to attach 
wages. 

Garnishment statutes of most of 
the states have been enacted during 
the past 20 years for the purpose 
of giving additional statutory protec- 
tion to creditors of wage earners. 
In Georgia, as well as other states, 
a certain portion of the wage earn- 
,er's income is exempted. 

These laws have opened up to 
wage earners a new source of credit, 
but abuses have crept in at which 
the bills now in the legislature are 
aimed. The measure already passed 
by the house would eliminate the 
use of the garnishment law as a club 
over the wage earner by making it 
impossible to attach his .wages or 
salary until the justice of the debt 
had been established by court judg- 


ment. 

In this way protection would be 
offered to the small wage or salary 
earner, in the opportunity to pre- 
sent proof of fraud, usury or illegal- 
ity against the claims of loan sharks. 
As it is now, garnishments, cutting 
off the revenue necessary for the 
family of the debtor, are used to 
force payment of unjust debts be- 
cause of the inability of the debtors 
to go without their incomes while 
the justice of the debt was being 
established by the courts. 

The right of appeal to our com- 
mon law courts is almost an empty 
gesture to wage earners as a defense 
against unjust claims because of the 
paralyzing effect of garnishments 
depriving them of the means to buy 
the necessities of life. Faced with 
either being unable to furnish food 
’ to his family or accepting an unjust 
claim, the small debtor generally 
has to take the latter course. 

It is specially to relieve this situ- 
ation and to clear up other abuses 
of the garnishment laws that the 
bills now on the legislative calendar 
have been introduced. The house 
has taken the first step and it is to 
be hoped that the senate will acqui- 
esce in the move to protect the 
small borrawer from the harsh tac- 
tics so often pursued,

PRESS EXPECTS ACTION. 
Unusual unanimity of opinion is 
being evidenced by the press of the 
country in predicting that the 
wheels of government will begin to 
spin more rapidly following the in- 


oo | 2uguration of President-elect Roose- 


velt. 


The Detroit News, one of the out- 
standing newspapers of the nation, 
in predicting that the new admin- 
istration will “start something,” says 
editorially: 


The evidence is amply in hand upon 
which to foresee an aggressive effort 
to start something by the Roosevelt 
administration. When at Warm 
Springs a few days ago, Roosevelt 
stood before his map and pictured 
from it to the newspapermen there 
the development of the Tennessee val- 
ley—producing power, impounding 
flood waters, protecting forests and 
draining the bottom lands—we fully 
believe he gave forth a summons to 
action at the psychological moment. 


The New York Herald Tribune, 
rock-ribbed republican newspaper, 
hopes that the bill granting wide- 
spread powers to the incoming presi- 
dent will be passed by the house, 
and points out that the wise ex- 
ercise of this authority will be an 
acid test of President Roosevelt’s 
statesmanship. 


This New York newspaper feels 
that the only hope for a solution of 
the problem of too great govern- 
mental overhead lies in the grant- 
ing to the chief executive of such 
power “as that which the senate 
has approved, permitting Mr. Roose- 
velt to consolidate, regroup, trans- 
fer or abolish any one or more 
administrative agencies.” 


The republican Philadelphia Pub- 
lic. Ledger, in holding that dicta- 
torial powers for the president are 
needed, says— 


This would mark an extraordinary 
and, in normal times, a_ potentially 
dangerous delegation of power by 
congress. But judgment may be 
tempered by several important con- 
siderations. In the first place, re- 
organization and the other impera- 
tive economies will never be effected 
by congress. And these reforms must 
be made if the government is to 
return to living within its income. It 
is a question of giving the president 
more power or letting congress con- 
tinue its old course of waste and ex- 


utive branch to be cluttered up with a 
lot of costly, unnecessary and in- 
efficient agencies and commissions. 


Undoubtedly, the country is ex- 
pecting the injection of a new type 
of leadership in the affairs of the 
federal government when Franklin 
Roosevelt assumes office.

In the Tower. 


The English war office has just 
sent out the following brief com- 
munique: “An officer of the Seaforth 
Highlanders has been arrested on a 
charge of contravening the safety of 
the realm act. He has been sent to 
the tower of London.” 

The officer in question was caught, 
so it is rumored, in the act of sup- 
plying a foreign power with secret 
documents on the defense of England. 
Now he is in the tower. A bad place 
for such as he. They seldom come 
out alive. Not even the bastille of 
Paris, which the revolutionary mob 
pulled down and leveled with the 
ground, had such a bloody record as 
the tower of London. William the 
Conqueror started to build it but it is 
almost certain that the Romans had 
a fort on the spot. The Norman king 
meant it to be a palace as well as 
a fortress, an arsenal and-a prison. 


Today it is a mere curiosity, but 
formerly it played a central role in 
the history of England. Wellington, 
the conqueror of Napoleon, was con- 
stable of the tower. Today the guard- 
ian is called the major. But he has 
still 45 gentlemen-guardians under 
him who, dressed in Tndor costume, 
have been baptized “beef-eaters” by 
the Londoners. Once a year those 
“beef-eaters” go in solemn procession 
through London with lanterns in their 
hands and explore the crypts and cel- 
lars of the house of parliament to 
see if no successor of Guy Fawkes 
has been up to some new tricks. 


The officer who was just arrested 
had some illustrious predecessors. 
King John the Good was locked up 
in the Beauchamp tower after his de- 
feat by the Black Prince in 1356. In 
the tower of blood were murdered the 
two sons of Edward IV, by order of 
their uncle, Richard III. The wives 
of Henry VIII were locked up in the 
tower. Anne Boleyn, who was execut- 
ted in the square, is buried there.

That is 
to say, the young man may “sow his 
wild oats” at the age when a real 
man should be founding his home and 
family, and later the young man may 
settle down, begin to behave himself, 
and preserve his reputation intact. 
But the young woman who indulges 
in any questionable affair sacrifices 
her fair name and ¢arries a stigma, 
no matter if she finally. settles down 
and leads an irreproachable life. In 
view of this odd attitude of our pub-

No physician or special- 
ist can certify that a given individual 
is free from disease; the only assur- 
ance an honest doctor can give is that 
he has carefully examined the patient 
and his examination has revealed no 
evidence of communicable disease. It 
is not necessary to name any specific 
disease in such a certificate: it is suf- 
ficient to say “I have examined Jchn 
Doe this day and I hereby certify that 
I find no commanicable disease. 
Signed, Richard Roe, M. D.” No phy- 
sician cares to risk his reputation in a 
careless or incomplete examination. 
in such a case. 

It is not the bridegroom, but the 
suitor, who should present his health 
certificate when he seeks consent of 
parent or guardian to an engagement. 

It should be the first thought of a 
man who contemplates marriage, to 
obtain such a certificate from a phy- 
sician of repute, and to offer it volan- 
tarily to the parent or guardian of his 
intended wife.

Increases to these boards and the 
schools accounted for the increave 
over the governor's recommendation. 
The request of the board of regents 
for $1,500,000 was granted by a 22 
te 20 vote of the committee. 

The first item in the bill is the 
appropriation for the department of 
agriculture, placed at $100,000 for 
each of the next two years, a reduc- 
tion of $150,000 from the bureau 
recommendation and a reduction of 
$165,000 from the amount spent in 
1932. The veterinary department was 
given $50,000, a reduction of $25,000 
in the amount appropriated for last 
year. i 

Comptroller General Cut. 

The comptroller general is cut from 
the $150,000 recommended by the 
bureau to $100,000. That office re- 
ceived $160,000 in 1932. 

The department of entomology was 
raised from the $40,000 recommended 
by the bureau to $50,000. However, 
the $50,000 appropriation is $10,000 
less than the department actually re- 
ceived in 1932. 

Reaching the governor's office, the 
committee slashed the item of ex- 
penses for the office from $25,000 
to $20,000, and the item:for the gov- 
ernor’s emergency fund from $150,- 
000 to $100,000. The emergency fund 
in 1932 actually amounted to $133,- 


000. . 

The Milledgeville state hospital, 
which last year received $1,062,000, 
is given an appropriation of $1,250,- 
000, despite the bureau recommenda- 
tion of $1,000,000.

THIRD OF JEHOL FALLS 
INTO JAPANESE HANDS 
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the 


hinged at Shanhaikwan, the Japanese- 
Manchukuoan advance swinging into 
the Chinese province of Jehol already 
has swept across the eastérn third of 
the province. 

At least two Japanese columns of 
troops have adcanced more than 60 
miles from the Manchurian border 
into the northern China territory. The 
fourth cavalry brigade of Major Gen- 
eral Kennosuke Mogi has _ pushed 
southward from Kailu and occupied 
Hsinglunti, 50 miles west of Sui- 
tung. From that point he was re- 
ported continuing his advance. Lieu- 
tenant General Yoshikazu Nishi. driv- 
ing to the west from Haoyang. was 
reported approaching Chienping. 

Cold weather prevailed on most of 
the battlefields. That was said to 
be the worst enemy encountered by 
the cavalry of General Mogi, which 
went into action in the face of sub- 
zero winds which drove before it des- 
ert sands mixed with snow. 

However, Major General Heijiro 
Hattori, commander of the fourteenth 
infantry brigade, met stalwart Chi- 
nese resistance where the road from 
Suichung to Whukungfu crosses the 
Manchurian-Jehol border. General 
Hattori Saturday was said to have 
started an advance from Suichung to 
Wnukungfn. 

Invaders Held Off. 

A mixed force of regulars of Mar- 
shal Chang Hsiao-liang, north China 
military commander, and volunteers 
going under the name of the “Blood 
and Steel Corps” stood off the van- 
guard of Hattori’s forces all day long. 
Bombing planes from Chinchow were 
rushed to assist in smashing the de- 
fenders. 

Despite this disarrangement in 
schedule, Japanese authorities - assert 
that Chinese morale is cracking and 
that a majority of the fighting: units 
are retreating without resistance. 
They believe no real battle will be 
offered by the Chinese before the lat- 
ter’s line of defense stretching from 
Chihfeng to Pingchuan is reached. 

The Japanese asserted furthermore 
that their gains thus far had not been 
costly, the only casualties mentioned 
being 14 Japanese wounded in a bat- 
tle east of Chaoyang Saturday. 


A Chinese communique today said 
Chinese regulars who had been de- 
fending Chaoyang, the second city in 
size in Jehol province, against a com- 
bined Japanese and Manchukuo at- 
tack, had withdrawn and thrown up 
a line of defense 10 miles to the 
west. The evacuation took place Sat- 
urday night, The city was reported 
in flames, with the postoffice, tele- 
graph office and other official build- 
ings already destroyed. 

Kailu, northeastern gateway to the 
province, also was abandoned, the an- 
nouncement said, adding that the rea- 
son was the place was untenable be- 
cause of the flat terrain surrounding 
it. That city also was in ruins. 

With the withdrawal from Chao- 
yang, the Chinese defense line ran 
60 miles front the point 10 miles west 
of there to Paishihtsumen. Along 
this 60-mile front four brigades of 
Chinese faced 30,000 Japanese. Se- 
vere fighting was in progress along 
this important approach to Jehol City, 
the capital. 


CASUALTIES OF CHINESE 
ARE ESTIMATED AT 1,000 
PEIPING, Feb. 27.—(Monday.)— 
(P)—Chinese casualties in the fight- 
ing in Jehol province were officially 
estimated today atl, 
The Japanese casualties were said 
to be unknown but it was stated the 
invaders had lost 600 in killed and 
wounded near Paishihtsumen, near 
Lingyuan, alone.

“Being a woman’s page feature,” 
writes an esteemed gentleman, “I sup- 
pose it is only natural that the major- 
ity of the problems submitted to your 
column are submitted by women, and 
therefore are problems dealing with 
the derelictions of husbands and 
sweethearts. But some of us men 
read the women’s page and some of 
us are rather restive under the im- 
plication that almost invariably it is 
the man who is responsible for un- 
happy conditions when they do exist in 
homes, that it is always the man who 
lacks conscience and character, the 
man who is guilty of culpable con- 
duct. Lady, don’t imagine that all the 
wives are models of virtue, that all of 
them have the talent for homemaking 
and exercise it unstintedly. It so hap- 
pens that I have no personal ax to 
grind. I am a model man married to 
n model woman and we have a model 
family that dwells in peace and con- 
tentment in a model home. However, 
not all of my friends are so perfect, 
and, joking aside, it occurs to me to 
say that when I look around at my 
friends and acquaintances I am con- 
vinced that most of the marital trage- 
dies resolve themselves into a fifty- 
fifty failure of husbands and wives. 
Now let us hear you pay your re- 
spects to the undutiful wives, pointing 
out their deficiencies, their refusal to 
accept their part of the responsibility 
of marriage and of homemaking and 
showing how they make it impossible 
for the husbands to meet their re 
quirements. I may have more to say 
later-when I have read your reply.” 

What a polemic! Yet for the sat- 

isfying assurance that she has male 
readers and in the vain hope of 
keeping them satisfied a woman 
will betray her sex! 


Of course there are undutiful wives, 
for marriage cannot make over the 
garment we call character, the gar- 
ment that was cut out and basted to- 
gether and fitted and sewed and re- 
sewed over a period of years. Mar- 
riage cannot even rip the seams, for 
the threads that hold them are sunk 
deep into the warp and woof of the 
material. 


A wise and wily worlding who has 
been married to two women and who 
has been intimately acquainted with 
many more during the three score and 
ten years of his life never misses an 


opportunity to say that most of the 
broken marriages have been forced on 
the rocks by the failure of women to 
grasp the true meaning of companion- 
ship with their husbands, and he 
ascribes this failure to the selfishness 
of the feminine species. “They always 
have the ready excuse for their self- 
ishness,” says he, “either they are 
tired from the day’s work or nervous- 
ly exhausted from strenuous hours 
spent with the children. As a matter 
of fact they are so full of complaints 
collected throughout the day, com- 
plaints of the children, complaints of 
the tradesmen, complaints of the in- 
sufficient household allowances, com- 
laints of their servants, neighbors, 
riends and even against their hus- 
bands, that the bombardment is more 
than the man can stand and he goes 
elsewhere for pleasant companion- 
ship.” 

Yet I wonder if the most heinous 
sin of the good woman isn’t failure 
to grasp the importance of running 
her part of the home—which is her 
business—just as the successful 
man runs his business, according to 
a budget that is well within the in- 
come, according to a plan that is 
mapped out with reference to the 
comfort and convenience of the in- 
mates, a plan that includes cleanli- 
ness and orderliness and variety? 
It can’t be done without thought 
and it can’t be done without work. 
When a wife succeeds in creating a 
comfortable and happy home for her 
husband, it frequently happens that 
he doesn’t fully appreciate the labor 
of the creation but when she fails, 
he is quick enough to sense her 
dereliction. Though he may not ap- 

reciate her economic tendencies, 

r careful expenditures, when she 
is living and running his home 
within the allowance he makes her, 
he is quick enough to censure her 
when she runs him in debt. 

And of course there is no use to 
pay respects to the unvirtuous wife. 
She is beyond the pale. Neither the 
law, nor society, nor the wife herself 
expects the husband to forgive her 
this sin against herself and him, nor to 
continue to live with him when her 
faithlessness is established. She is an 
outeast, an outlaw. She is not a wife. 

Does this meet your requirements, 
esteemed sir?

‘Figgers Do Not Lie 


If the class,in higher mathematics will please come to order 

the old professor will go on with the lesson. 
, On the basis of cold, cold mathematics the winners of the 
semi-final games in the Southeastern basketball tournament to- 
night between Mississippi State and Vanderbilt and Kentucky 
and L. S. U. will be none other than Vanderbilt and L. S. U. 

One addicted to the frigid figures, so to speak, n.- / 
no more escape that conclusion than a cold bath addict 
escapes letting a little warm water into the tub before 
stepping in. 

If the results do not develop in the fashion stated above 
blame mathematics, not the old professor. 

Kentucky, in two games played with Mississippi and 
Florida as opponents, has shot at the basket 178 times 
and caused the coach to glow with pride by sinking 
exactly 41 of them for an offensive average of .230 in 
two games. 

The Mississippi game saw 85 shots and 21 dropped for an 
average of .247 while the 93 assayed against Florida and 20 
sunk, gave a mark of .230. 

The defensive average figures .223 in the two games. 
Mississippi tried 49 shots and made 14 of them for a 
mark of .286, while Florida got but seven out of 45 for 
an offensive effort of .223. The Kentucky guarding, 
then, permitted just 21 out of 94 shots to keep the de- 

_ fensive mark at the .223 mark. 
. The Kentucky team, in those two games, was but little 
stronger on offense than defense. 


THE L. S. U. AVERAGES. 

L. S. U.’s offense figures show the rather large average of 
.299. The Tigers from Baton Rouge scored 24 goals in 67 
tried against Auburn for an average of .358. And that, may 
| say, is quite an average. Auburn is no set-up team,’ being 
stronger than either Florida or Mississippi. Against Tennessee, 
also stronger than either Missisippi or Florida, L. S. U. dropped 
22 through the net out of 87 attempted for an average of .253. 
(Dear me, how I wish my old math teachers might see me now. ) 

L. S. U. tried 154 shots in her two games against Kentucky’s 
178 and made 46 against Kentucky’s 41. 

L. S. ©.’s defensive figures are not quite as good, 

and there, I think; is where the cold figures may get a 

terrible bumping about 10:30 tonight. 

Auburn shot 13 out of 46 against L. S. U. for an average 
of .283 and Tennessee got 18 out of 83 for an average of .216. 
The defensive averages of the Baton Rouge team is .240 
(Kentucky’s was a very excellent .223.) 


VANDY AND MISSISSIPPI STATE. 

Vanderbilt and Mississippi State drew byes in the first round 
and consequently have played but one game. 

Vanderbilt’s offensive average against Tulane was 51 tried 
and 12 made for an average of .235. Tulane tried 73 and got 
11 for an average of .151. 

Mississippi State, in her thrilling upset of the Ala- 
bama team, a pre-tournament contender for the title, 
shot 13 goals out of 83 attempted for an average of 
.157 while Alabama tried 51 and got 11 for a mark of 


.216. 
Vanderbilt’s offense and defense is better, atcording to the 


numerals. 


THE INDIVIDUAL SHARPSHOOTERS. 

One may carry this thing right along. The three Kentucky 

sharpshooters have scored as follows in their.two games: 
Sale—15 out of 55 for an average of .272. 
Demoisey—13 out of 44 for an average of .295. 
Davis—five out of 22 for an average of .227. 
Darby, the next best, has an average of .133. 
The L. S. U. shooters (and they are honeys) figure 

as follows in a like number of games: 

Harris—12 out of 28 for an average of .428 

(Mammy!). 

Torrence—8 out of 29 for an average of 276. 
Wade —12 out of 41 for an averaze of .268. 
Blair, the next best man, has a mark of .244 against 

Darby’s .133. 

Which would seem to prove conclusively that the L. S. U. 
offense is a few baskets ahead of the Kentucky efforts.

CARNEGIE GIVES 
COLLEGE SPORTS 
A PAT ON BACK 


Foundation Finds They 
Are Being De-empha- 
sized Satisfactorily. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—(UP)— 
consonance with the educationa! proc- 
American college athletics were of- 
ficially patted on the back today by 
two of their erstwhile severest critics, 
the Carnegie Foundation and Colum- 
bia University. 

The Carnegie Foundation, in its an- 
nual report announced that during the 
year ended June 30, 1932, college ath- 
letics “have come more nearly into 
ess;”’ in other words, they were being 
de-emphasized. 

At Columbia, a special committee 
which was appointed by President 
Nicholas Murray Butler to investi- 
gate stcdent charges against ath- 
letics, particularly football, at that 
institution, gave Columbia's athletic 
system a clean bill of health in its 
report. although it recommended more 
general student participation § in 
sports. 

The Carnegie report found the de- 
pression partially responsible for the 
improvement in athletics. A few years 
ago the foundation criticized severely 
American colleges for their emphasis 
upon varsity athletics and the trend 
toward professionalism. 

Today's report said: “The fact that 
financial difficulties have coincided 
with other causes, less materialistic 
in nature, has given college athletics 
a certain fortunate turn.” 

It noted particularly that the “dimi- 
nution of ready funds” has acted pow- 
erfully to reduce alumni _ influence 
upon undergraduate sport. “When 
the graduate’s purse was long, his 
desires were more respected. With 
a decline in his contributions has 
come a lessening of his influence. Al- 
though this has led in some instances 
to distinct losses where his influence 
was once wholesome, in others it has 
removed pressures that were far from 
salutary.” 

Increased intellectual interests of 
the undergraduates also tended to 
break down the idea of athletics be- 
ing the chief end and aim of college 
attendance, the report said. 

However, the foundation noted a de- 
terioration of undergraduate behavior 
at contests during the year—due 
largely to bad manners of individuals. 
In one or two instances, students of 
certain schools “have not favored 
maintaining or renewing athletic re- 
lations with universities at whose 
contest bad manners have been fla- 
grant.”

Zucker patented the process and as- 
signed his rights to Columbia, which 
has organized a special board to su- 
pervise the commercial application of 
the discovery. The plan for making 
the new source of vitamin D available 
to the public is to license dairies and 
bakeries to add the cencentrate to 
their produets., Pedigree Dairies, Inc., 
is the first company :n the south to 
produce vitamin D milk. 

“In accepting a license to use the 
hew process, we have assumed a defi- 
nite responsibility, as the production 
and distribution of vitamin D milk is 
under strict supervision,” said Mr. 
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Bb. B. George, vice president and 
general manager of Pedigree Dairies, 
Incorporated, and one of the south’s 
leading dairymen. —

The foreign buying was said to have 
been principally for the account of 
British, continental and far eastern 
spinners.

Reports concerning the movement of 
cotton goods indicated some slowing 
of inquiry and actual buying be- 
cause of recent developments in the 
banking situation.

Street uuderstood that some were 
available at 3 1-16 cents. There were 
fairly numerous bids at 3 cents, but 
goods were not available at that level, 
it was insisted.

DETROIT. Feb. 26.—(#)—The De- | 


troit Free Press announced tonight 


_ that Henry Ford had agreed to sub- 
scribe for all the capital stock of the| 


new Detroit banks to take over the 
liquid assets of the First National 
bank and the Guardian National Bank 
of Commerce. 


The newspuper said that under the’ 


terms of the plan every share of stock 
would be owned by Mr. Ford and he 
would reserve the right to name his 
own board of directors and the offi- 
cers of the twu new institutions. 


Also cup.ing out of today’s eonfer- 
ences Was an announcement that the 
First Nationa! bank and the Guardian 
National Bank of Commerce had ic- 
cepted terms for a loan from the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation un 
der wie the First National will re 
ceive $54,000.000 and the Guardian 
National $24 000,000. 

Directors of the two banks an- 
nounced that the loans would enable 
them to pay depositors about 24 per 
cent of their money on deposit Feb- 
ruary 11, the last day of normal bauk- 
ing in Michigan. 

Under plans previously announcea 
the First National bank and the Guar- 
dian National Bank of Commerce will 
be the nuclei about which the two 
new banks will be formed. The Free 
Press said chat the capitalization of 
the new bans to be financed by Mr. 
Ford out of the First National bank 
will be $5,225,000 and that of the 
bank to taxe over the Guardian as- 
sets $2,265.000. 


DAYTON. AKRON, LIMA

The weekly carloading statement 
showed more than seasonal improve 
ment. There was a gain of 13.070 
cars over the preceding week, al- 
though the total of 514,390 cars was 
‘still some the cor- 
responding week of 1932. 

Electric power production figures 
did better than might seasonally be 
expected. For the week ended Febru- 
ary 18, the total was 1.469.732.9000 
kilowatt hours, off 4.9 per cent from 
the corresponding week of last year. 
his compared with a difference of 
6.1 per cent of the previous week. 

Principal steel trade reviews said 
production had slowed down slightly, 
due to the reduction ‘n tonnage by 
the automobile industry. The price 
structure, which had been gradually 
crumbling for several weeks past, 
firmed up appreciably. 

Production of steel was estimated 
at around 19 per cent of capacity by 
Iron Age and Steel while the Ameri- 
can Metal Market set its figure at 18 
per cent. This represented a slight 
shading from the previous week, which 
was in line with afftomobile produc- 
tion figures. In successive weeks, 
Starting with the week ended Febru- 
ary 4, estimated automobile produc- 
tion has been 33,200 cars. 27.060 and 
<4,927, with an accompanying de- 
crease, possibly sharper than that, ia 
steel orders from the industry. 

The mercantile trade reviews sound- 
ed a moderately cheerful note, based 
primarily on the thought that busi- 
ness, despite its shackles, had been 
able to function efficiently.
